TAREE LIVES TOLL 
r BANK 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 31.—(#)— 
A toll of three lives was paid today 
in a bloody elimax of bank banditry 
that has terrorized New Orleans dur- 
ing the last vear. 

It remained for the last day of the 
vear to produce the most vicious and 
callous of the seore of bank attacks 
by bandits in 19530 that has cost a 
half dozen lives and the loss of heavy 
Sums. 

New Orleans was shaken out 
New Year's festive mood by 
white hooded bandits wearing long 
linen dusters: walking into the Third 
district branch of the Whitney Trust 
and Savings bank and announcing 
their entry by a blast from a slug- 
laden shotgun. 

The first shot brought down dead in 
his tracks Pierre N. Rizan, bank 
guard, who- reached for his pistol at 
their approach. The bandits then kept 
up a steady fire from shotgun and 
pistols until one of them had scooped 
np $3.100 from the paying teller’s 
age and had escaped in an automobile 
manned by a fourth thug. 

Gilbert Dietrich. son of a lumber- 
man, was found dying on the floor 
in front of a receiving tellers window 
where he stood to make a deposit. He 
died later in a hospital from slug 
wounds in the body. 

Albert W. Brownson, cashier-teller, 
had received a_ pistol bullet in his 
body and was taken to a_ hospital. 
where physicians’ regarded his wound 
as mortal, 

Immediately after the holdup, the 
entire police force was thrown on the 
hunt for the bandits and within an 
hour detectives had arrested two sus- 
pects in a nearby garage. One. of 
them, Owen Couche, jumped from the 
police automobile and escaped before 
they reached headquarters.
